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Chicago Aggregation Plan of Governance

Supply Types
The City seeks a cleaner power supply than what is
currently provided by ComkEd

The City will purchase at least the levels of renewable
energy resources that ComEd provides

Consumer Protections
Consumers will not pay more than the ComEd rate

Management Processes

Consumers will be automatically enrolled unless they
opt-out of the Program

There will be no tee to join or leave the Program
